Mrs. J. K, Barney tells of a 
gentleman in Rhode Island, 
who tome years ago was ask- 
ed to give his signature to a 
petition for the prohibition of 
the sale of strong drink. 

" No," was the decisive an- 
swer. "I am not ready for 
that ; I have not made up my 
mind as to the advisability of 
it" 

That night hi* only son was 
locked up in the police station, 
and the next morning fined in 
tbe police court for being ( *in 
decently intoxicated." 

A few hours later the fath- 
er crossed the street to speak 
to my friend, accosting him 
thus: 

"Look here, have you that 
petition with you today? I'm 
ready to sign it, for I do not 
want it «o easy for my son to 
get drunk." 

Upon being .told that tbe 
petition had been left at home, 
something more than a mile 
away, be replied: 

"I will walk up there with 
you, for I am dead in earnest 
about this business." 

A good many other people 
in Rhode Island have since 
come to be "dead in earnest 
about this business," and tbe 
constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and 
sale of strong drink which re- 
quired « three-fifth* vote in- 
stead of a mere majority, was 
carried by 14,775 voting foi 
to 9,14b' against it ; and so tbe 
internal traffic is outlawed in 
that state by a three-fifths 
majority, with 423 votes to 
spare. The campaign was 
ehort, sharp and decisive, and 
probably the Rhode Inland 
women know as well as any- 
body what carried the day.

The Country School, and the 
Farmer's Boy, 

The country school is pre- 
eminently the farmer's school. 
In it the great majority of the 
farmers of today receive their 
education, and in it the great 
majority of those of the next 
generation will receive the 
whole of their schooling. 

Is the country school doing 
what it should for tbe farmer's 


boy ? Is it giving to the boy 
who will remain on the farm 
that kind of an education 
which will be the beat prepara- 
tion for life's work ? 

What is an education for? 
Why should a boy spend so 
much time in the school-room ? 
Tbe purpose of a boy's educa- 
tion is to tit him for his work, 
whatever that may be. Tbe 
education given in a country 
school ought then to fit tbe 
boy to be a successful farmer, 
fur that is to be tbe profession 
of moat country school boys. 

What education does the 
farmer's profession demand? 
The ability to read, write and 
understand the English lan- 
guage and to make readily all 
tne ordinary numerical cal- 
culations connected with his 
business — this is all, some say, 
that a farmer needs, and this 
is practically all that many of 
the schools supply. But is it 
enough? Shall we set the 
standard of education for the 
farmer at the very lowest 
notch ? Shall we in this way 
say tbat the poorest education 
is sufficient for the farmer? 
We certainly do not think 
that farming is the occupation 
for which trie poorest educa- 
tion is sufficient. Give the 
boy opportunity to become 
acquainted with the things 
around him. Put the study 
of soils, plants, animals, etc., 
into your schools. Ask your 
school teachers to give instruc- 
tion of this kind. Demand 
of them that they know enough 
to give such instruction /« the 
right way. If you will demand 
only the best of teachers tor 
your children, you can have 
these things taught to them ; 
but if you are willing to take, 
year by year, the young and 
poorly prepared teachers, the 
work will not and cannot be 
done. You will have to paj 
roundly for such efficient 
teachers ; but will it not be the 
best economy in the long run, 
for are they not to instruct 
your children for their whole 
life's work? — American Ag- 
riculturist for June. 


Paper Type. 

Type made from paper is the 
latest novelty. A process has 
been patented by which large 
type need for printing placards 
can be made from pulp. Such 
letters are at present cut on 
wood. The pulp is dessicated 
and reduced to a powdered or 
comminuted state, alter which 
it is thoroughly mixed with * 
water- proofing liquid or material 
— each as parffine oil or a drying 
linseed oil, for instance. Tbe 
mixture is tben drie-j, and sub- 
sequently pulverized. In its pul- 
verized state it is introduced into 
a mould of tbe requisite construe 
tion to produce the desired art! 
cle, type or block?, and then sob 
jeoteii to pressure lo consolidate 
it, and heat to render tacky or 
adhesive tbe water- proofing ma- 
terial. Finally, the type is cooled 
while in the mould, so as to 
it to retain its shape and solidity.

A new absorbent la made from the 
eocoanut fibre. It Is called cofferdam, 
and will hold, like a sponge, from 
twelve to fourteen times Its own 
weight of water. 

It may be new to many that the 
word "sarcophagus" means literally 
flesh eater, and was applied to coffins 
from the peculiar kind of stone of 
which the ancient Boman coffins were 
made. Tbis stone Is supposed to hare 
been ■ species of limestone, and it is 
claimed had the property necessary en- 
tirely to consume a body, with the 
exceptions of the teeth, in forty days; 
hence the name. 

Nearly tan thousand immigrants 
were landed at Castle Garden on May 
loth, the largest number ever register- 
ed at the Garden in one day during its 
entire history. They came in thirteen 
steamships, and the actual number was 
9,81)2. Tbe largest previous entry was 
on May 19, 1873, when 7,862 immigrants 
were landed. Tbe majority or the last 
were Germans and Italians.

Pa., and a married sister living 
In Philadelphia, have instituted a suit 
to recover $4,000,000 from the United 
Slmes Government. The ladies claim 
In be lineal descendants of Jacob De- 
Hnveii. a wealthy Frenchman, who 
settled near Mornstowo in ante -Be vo- 
lulinuary times. Tbe story goes that 
in 1 777 UeHaven loaned the Colonial 
Government hair a million francs with 
which to pay tbe troops and during the 
latter vears of the struggle contributed 
further of money, food and forage.

Dairy and Cattle Show, held In New 
York City in the second weak or May,
